The Picture 


Below you see a picture of part 
of the Sunday night audience, Ap- 
ril 23rd, in the revival campaign 
sponsored by churches of many de- 
nominations and of none, in the 
Buffalo area, called THE CHRIST 
FOR GREATER BUFFALO CAM- 
PAIGN, with the editor of this 
paper doing the preaching, J. 
Stratton Shufelt, formerly of 
Moody Church, Chicago, in charge 
of music. This crowd came through 
the rain. 


Note that an entire section of 
the lower floor and an entire sec- 
tion of the balcony, on the right 
side, could not be shown in this 
picture. Note that every seat is 
filed; apparently. 3,094 people 
were there, by count. Nearly 1,200 
were in the great balcony.

Our text tonight is the sixteenth chapter of Job, the nineteen- 
th rong "Also now, behold, my witness is in heaven, and my record is 
on high. A 

The way Job happened to speak those words was in answer to criti- 
cism by three men who were supposed to be his friends. You remem- 
ber the story of Job, how the devil came before God one day and 
said, Job serves You because You have made him rich." 

But God said, ''No, he doesn't; Job is an upright man.in all of 
his ways; a man that fears God and eschews (or hates) evil." 

The devil said, ''l will show you. If you will let me have a chance 
at him, and take away his riches from him, he will curse You to Your 
face.’ | 


And God said, ''No, he won't.” 


|. THE DEVIL SIFTS JOB 


So God permitted the devil to af- 
flict Job. But one of the greatest 
statements in connection with 
God’s permission for the devil to 
try his hand on God’s servant Job 


is that statement where God says, 
‘You can’t touch his life.’’ With all 


that the devil is able to do by way 
of temptation and hardship and 
discouragement, and all the things

that he can bring into our lives, 
thank the Lord, when God says 
stop, he has to stop. He can go on- 
ly so far as God will permit him to 
go. The devil admitted that him- 
self. The devil said, ‘‘Hast not thou 
made an hedge about him, and 
about his house?” 


|. The devil takes away his wealth 


and slays his children. 


The first thing the devil did, as 
you recall, was to take away in one 
stroke everything that Job had. In 
one day Job was reduced from the 
richest man in the east to abject 
poverty. Everything he had was 
gone. And then the next stroke the 
devil brought upon Job was to 
cause a tornado to come and strike 
the house where Job’s ten children 
were having a feast, and every one 
of those ten children were killed. 
Job then had to take those bodies 
and bury them. As he looked into 
the dead faces in one grave of all 
ten of his children and stood in the 
midst of the wreck of everything 
he had, the Scripture said, “In all 
this Job sinned not nor charged 
God foolishly.”’ But standing there, 
he said, “The Lord gave, and the 
Lord hath taken away; blessed be 
the name of the Lord.” I tell you, 
it takes réal religion to do that. 


The test of our religion is the hour | 


of our sorrow, the time of adver- 
sity. If you can stand like that, 
true to God when the lights. go out 
and you walk in the-dark and still 
say like David, Though I walk 
through the valley of the shadow 
of death, I will fear no evil: for 
thou art with me; thy rod and thy 
staff they comfort me’’—if you can 
do that, you know the Lord, and 
He is real to you. Thank God, mul- 
tiplied millions, by the grace of 
God, have been able to do it. I tell 
you, nothing else in this world 
means as much to human life as 
the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


2. The devil afflicts Job's body. 


Then the, devil, having failed in 
that attempt, went back to talk it 
over with God again, and then he 
said to God, “I can; I can do it. All 
that a man hath he will give for 
his life. Touch his bone and his 
flesh and he will curse thee to thy 
face.”” So God permitted Satan to 
do this. You know how he afflicted 
Job’s body? He brought a dreaded, 
terrible disease upon his body so 
that he broke out with boils from 
head to foot—not just merely boils 


that cause pain, but some kind of 


terrible itching disease that was so 
awful that he could not even stand 
clothing on his body, nor stay in 
the house. So we find Job outside 
of the house, sitting in an ash 
heap, with pieces of broken pot- 
tery, scratching his body with it, in 
his awful agony and suffering. His 
wife came along and said, “Job, if 
I were you I would curse God and 
die,” inferring that God doesn’t 
care anything about him, or He 
would never let him suffer like 
that. Job said, “You talk like a 
foolish woman talks. Shall we re- 
ceive good at the hand of God and 


_shall we not receive evil?” In other 


words, “God has been good to us 
all our lives and now when the 
first reverse and sorrow comes, 
shall we not be able*to take that, 
too, by the grace of God?”’, 


2. Job suffers at the hands of his 


friends. 


And then three of Job’s friends 
hear about his condition and they 
make a journey across the country 
coming to comfort Job. When they 
see him away off, before they get 
to his place, out there sitting in 
that ash heap and scraping his 
body with a potsherd, his condition 
astounds them so they pick up 
handsfuls of dust and throw it up- 
on their heads. Then they come 
and just sit down and stare at him 
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for a solid week! I can imagine 
them with their mouths gaping and 


never saying a word! Don’t you! 


know there is a lot of comfort in 
that! “Poor old Job’—but that 
isn’t the worst of it. When they did 
speak, they just began, one by one, 
to take poor old Job to pieces. The 
first one said, “Job, the trouble 
with you is you have just been a 
plain old hypocrite all your life. 
You pretended to be such a man of 
God and to love God and serve 
God. There never was anybody 
who really loved the Lord that a 
thing like that happened to them. 
You're just a plain, out and out 
hypocrite.”’ 

When he got through, Job tried 
to answer him, and then the second 
one started, and he said, “Job, not 
only have you been a hypocrite, 
but you have gotten rich by rob- 
bing and cheating other people.” 

And then when he got through, 
the third one started in, “Job, on 
top of all that, you’re just a plain 
liar.”’ 

Poor old Job! Think of it! Suf- 
fering physical torture, his wife 
turned against him, misunderstood 
and falsely accused like that, his 
poor heart is breaking. 


|, JOB CALLS GOD TO WIT- 
NESS HIS RECORD 


He can’t understand, and nobody 
else could, why all these things, 
but he said thtis: ‘“‘Also now, be- 
hold, my witness is in heaven, and 
my record is on high.’ What did 
he mean? He simply meant: “My 
wife has said God doesn’t care 
anything about me and if she were 
in my place, she would curse God 
and die, and you have said that I 
am a hypocrite, that I am a swin- 
dler, that I am a liar, and that 
there is nothing to my religion, but 
God knows; God knows all about 
me.”’ 


|. God knows all that is in the 


heart. 


A witness is somebody that 
knows something about you. Oh, I 
tell you every child of God in this 
world that has been really true to 
God has seen the time when he has 
been misunderstoou, when he has 
been misjudged, when he has been 
falsely accused, been persecuted 
with a sharp tongue, and lies 
have been told about him that 
broke his heart. Yes, God has said 
plainly in His Word, “Yea, and all 
that will live godly in Christ Je- 
sus shall suffer persecution.’ The 
days of persecution haven’t ended 
yet. Some of the hardest persecu- 
tions that God’s people ever had to 
take were not being burned at the 
stake, nor languishing in prison. 
There have been wounds in the 
hearts of God’s people by others in 
their own church from which they 
have carried scars to their graves. 
The unkindness among brethren 
and wounds of a careless tongue 
have caused untold grief. Many 
times this is because you do not 
know what is in that person’s 
heart and you do not understand 


what is back of that life. If we 
would only take trouble to under- 
stand each other and to know 
something about the battle that 
goes on in each other’s hearts, 
something about the load the other 
fellow carries, we would be less 
lixely to criticize if we knew the 
facts. Oh, when you are disposed 
to criticize a brother for his stum- 
bling or for his failure, or even if 
he has gone down in the battle, 
most likely if you only knew how 
hard he fought before he went 
down, you would be ready to ren- 
der a helping hand instead of criti- 
cizing; you would be on your knees 
praying for him instead of criticiz- 
ing him. One of the hardest things 
in the world is to be misunderstood 
when you are really trying to do 
the will of God. I think one of the 
hardest things the Lord ever faced, 
the One that blessed everybody 
that he touched, was to have peo- 
ple say, “That Man is possessed 
with a devil.’”’ I think it was much 
harder than receiving the nails in 


His hands and in His feet, and the} - 
crown of thorns upon His head 


when He stood outside of Jerusa- 


|} lem and wept over that city—the 


people to whom He had been sent 
as their Messiah, and they had re- 
jected Him. There he stands with 
outstretched hands, with tears 
raining down his cheeks and we 
hear Him say, “O Jerusalem, Jeru~ 
salem, thou that killest the pro- 
phets, and stoneth them which are 
sent unto thee, how often would I 
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have gathered thy children togeth- 


er, even as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings, and ye 
would not!” When you have to 
face that, friend; oh, what a joy 
and comfort to know that God 
doesn’t look on the outward ap- 
pearance but on the heart; that 
God knows: everything that is go- 
ing on in the heart. Yes, God 
knows all about it. 


2. God has a correct record. - 


Not only does God know all 
about it, but as Job said,‘ God has 
a record of it and one day the rec- 
ord will tell the story. “ My wit- 
on high.” .Yes, it will tell the story. 
on high.” Yes, i will tell the story. 
To a child of God who is really try- 
ing to do the Master's will, tight- 
ing against fearful. weaknesses 
many times and goes down and 
has to get up and try again—i 
tell you, it is a joy to know that 
my Lord understands the yearning 
of my heart, the battle of my soul, 
and the longings, maybe, that 
are never realized. Thank God, He 
knows all about it. I think so many 
times about what Jesus said in the 
message to the churches in Revela- 
ion, “To him that overcometh will 
I give to eat of the hidden manna, 
and will give him a white stone, 
and in the stone a new name writ- 
ten, which no man knoweth saving 
he that receiveth it.” God knows 
that name on that stone. What is 
that name on that white stone? 
Well, I hink it is this: my name 
here is what people know about 
me; my name over yonder is what 
God knows. about me. My name 
here is what I have been able to 
accomplish, the results that people 


can see, but my name over yonder |: 


is what I longed and tried and 
struggled to do, ‘but couldn’t do. 
God has a record of all that .And 
one day, thank God, the record will 
be revealed. And in God’s store- 
house, in God’s treasure chest 
there is going to be many a 
widow’s mite, many a cup of cold 
water and many a tear that has 
been bottled up and kept. Do you 
know that God keeps in a bottle 
even the tears of saints that are 
shed over a lost world and in their 
sufferings for Him. God has bot- 
tled and kept them and one day 
they are going to be brought out 
and rewarded. Neither are any of 
the prayers of God’s saints forgot- 
ten: even those we think have nev- 
er been heard. One of these days, 
when. Christ mounts the throne of 
glory, as John saw in the Revela- 
tion, the prayers of the saints will 
be presented to Him. In the end of 
this age, John said, “Another angel 
came and stood before the altar, 
having a golden censor; and there 
was given unto him much incense 
that ‘he should offer it with the 
prayers of all saints.” Not a one of 
them has been forgotten. Isn’t God 
wonderful? In the great. eternal 


purpose of God and in his loving 


heart, He doesn’t forget or over- 
look a thing. 


3. Everyone must face his record 


some day 


But listen, to that person ‘who 
claims to be a child of God and is 
playing at the task, fooling your- 
self about your own consecration, 
telling yourself that you are doing 
the best you can, when deep down 
in your heart you are just playing 
at the job: telling yourself God is 
first, when if you are honest with 
yourself, God is way down the line.

love, remember that the greatest 
commandment is “Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind, and with all thy 
strength.”

Many Old People Being Saved 


We have seen many remarkable 
conversions. One woman who gave 
her age as 70 said to me when she 
took my hand in coming to confess 
Christ; “My daughter is a Chris- 
tian, and has prayed for me for 
years. Now I am coming tonight to 
answer my daughter’s prayers!” 
How different from the usual case, 
where mothers pray for daughters 
to be saved! 


Last Friday night the first one 
to come to accept Christ was an 


- old white-headed man. He told me, 


“T have been bothered about this. 
I have been praying 
nights now’. He was glad to get it 
settled. He had bought, I suppose, 
the new Bible he had with him, 
in the last few days. We sent him, 
as is my custom, to the inquiry 
room where pastors and other 
trained personal aorkers show 
those who come’ to accept Christ 
the scriptures, answer any ques- 
tions, and pray with them. He 
came back after a while and wait- 
ed before me till I could get time 
from the invitation to see what he 
wanted. In his new Bible he had 
written in his shaky hand; “I was 
saved April 22, 1944, at Kleinhans 
Music Hall, aged 85.” Praise God 
for a brand from the burning! 


A number of other old people 
have been saved. And the power of 
God has been so great that some- 
way it has been easy, they under- 
stood the way easily. A remarkable 
thing is that many of these old 
people have no church preference 
at all, having no contacts with any 
church. On the record card I pre- 
pared for use in getting names, ad- 
dresses, whether the decision is a 
first profession of faith or that of 
a confessed backslider, and the 
age group, I have insisted that 
church preference be given, and 
workers have been carefully in- 
structed in this. But many simply 
have no preference. They never go 
to church, many of them have no 
one in the family who goes to 
church. Today Brother Dibble 
showed me a stack of cards which 
he said were near 200, he thought, 
on which there was no church pre- 
ference given. This indicates that 
many are being saved in Kleinhans 
Music Hall in a big union cam- 
paign, city wide, who would never 
have been reached for Christ and 
Heaven in any single church cam- 
paign. We can never shake the cit- 
ies except in union campaigns. 


Hard Cases Saved 


We have had many converts 
who would have been thought un- 
likely to come to. Christ. The same 
night the man 85 years old was 
saved a young and beautiful Jew- 
ess lady was saved. The same 
night two soldiers were saved, one 
white, one colored. The same night 
an attractive woman of apparent 
culture was saved who has long 
been a member of a church that is 
out and out modernistic. When I 
took her hand, as she came for- 
ward after the sermon on the text, 
“The master is come and calleth 
for thee,’’ I said to her, “Has God 
been calling you?’’ and she re- 
plied with tears, “Oh, a long, long 
time!’ Sunday night back she 
came, bringing her son to Christ, 
very, very happy. 

Last night an old man held his 
hand for prayer, then, encouraged 
by a pastor, he came down to take 
my hand. Long ago he had been 
saved but now for many years he 
had lived in sin, he confessed to 
me. I had preached on ‘All Have 


' Sinned and Come Short of the 


Glory of God’, so when he came I 
asked him, “Are you willing to 
confess your sin to God, and admit 
that you cannot deserve salva- 
tion?’’ He said he certainly was. 
“Then do you believe that Christ 
died To save sinners, and forgives 
them freely when they repent and 
trust Him ?’’-I-asked. Yes, he did, 
he said, and added, “And that 
just suits my case!” Later I learn- 
ed that he was 84 years old. 

A woman was saved the other 
night who was 75 years old. Many, 
many middle-aged people are find- 
ing Christ. 

Nearly every night Catholics are 
among those saved. Remember

pean my booklet, ““‘What Must I Do 
To Be Saved?” was put in nearly 
every home in this great city, so 
largely Catholic. They come to this 
big public meeting place as they 
would not go at first to a Protes- 
tant church. 

The three Wednesdays of the 
campaign we have had all-night 
prayer meetings, at St. Luke's 
Evangelical and Rerormed Church, 
at Pilgrim Christian Tabernacle, 
and at the First Baptist Church. 
I suggested one, the people de- 
manded the others. At a neighbor- 
ing town a church, because of the 
burden of some members, had an 
all-night prayer meeting for those 
who could not come to the one in 
downtown Buffalo. Pastors in an- 
other section are planning another. 
Two of the prayer meetings lasted 
till 6:00 a.m., the other, last night, 
till 5:00 a.m. Many pastors take 
part, there are many confessions, 
scriptures, praises, and long sea- 
sons of prayer, again and again 
through the night. 


City Wide Indications of Revival 


There are many evidences of a 
blessed, unusual and powerful re- 
vival in the hearts of preachers 
and churches. Monday pastors, in 
the noon meeting with layman at 
the Y. M. C. A. were rejoicing. 
Many pastors say they never ex- 
pect to be the same again. Many 
pastor’s reported conversions in 
their morning services. In some 
cases people who have never been 
to the churches came Sunday 
morning, influenced by the revival, 
or brought by revived and burden- 
ed members, and were saved the 
first time they came to the church. 

There is under way a reorganiza- 
tion of the Buffalo Bible school by 


‘the men sponsoring this campaign 


and a greatly increased usefulness 
seems just ahead. 

The Federal Council of Churches 
in Buffalo have a budget of $10,000 
a year, which, in twelve months 
they can hardly raise, and officials 
are astonished that this group of 
Bible believers raised over that 


‘amount for this campaign before 


it even began! 

Last night after the invitation 
to sinners, after 51 had come to ac- 
cept Christ as Savior or returned 
from a life of backsliding, I felt 
impressed to give an invitation for 
young: people to come and lay all 
on the altar if they felt clearly led 
to surrender for fulltime service. 
Fifteen or more came, I think, on 
that proposition, the cream of the 
churches. 

Mr. Shufelt and I stay at the 
Statler Hotel. (I felt it too expen- 
sive but the committee said they 
had special arrangements, and in- 
sisted.) The other night as a pas- 
tor brought us back to the hotel 
he brought a young woman who 
has been converted in the cam- 
paign. She tells us she plans to 
leave her job and go to the Chris- 
tian and Missionary Institute for 
Christian training. She got out at 
the hotel too, and we discovered 
she was he hat check girl in the 
Statler Lounge bar! Now she plans 
to be a missionary. So all over the 
city the revival fires run. 

And beyond the city, too they 
run. One man, a Sunday School 
teacher in another city, brought his 
entire Sunday School class of sev- 
en boys to the services. Five of 


‘them were converted that night! 


“One entire row of young women 
came together to trust in Christ. 
It seems they agreed together it 
was the right thing to do. 

‘A boy fourteen found Christ the 
other day, Sunday afternoon. He 
seemed very happy in the Lord. 
But his mother came to tell me 
she found him crying into his pil- 
low one night. “Why son, I 
thought it was all settled, and you 
were happy,” she said. “It is, Mom. 
I am not crying: about myself but 
about the other boys,” he said, and 
as I recall, she said he named two 
of them. He is in the eighth grade, 
and tried to win other boys there, 
fourteen and fifteen, and they 
laughed at him because he would 
not smoke and drink! And he, 
moved by the Holy Spirit to try to 
win them, wept over them at 
night! God bring that upon others! 

Knowing how the other boys 
were watching him, the same lad 
said to his mother, ‘Mother, you 

can’t be a sinner all your life till 
today and suddenly live like a 
Christian, when you have been do- 
ing wrong all the time. So now 
you'll have to watch me and pun- 
ish me every. time I do wrong.”

Veil.’ There were 76 public profes- 
sions of faith, I understand. 

Kleinhans Music Hall is often 
called the most beautiful auditor- 
ium in America. The acoustical 
properties of the hall are marvel- 
ous. We discarded the public sys- 
tem right away, and were heard in 
the back seats with greatest ease. 

Another picture, taken from the 
balcony, showing the large choir 
and platform, two grand pianos, 30 
ministers and the evangelist and 
singer, will be publishea, God will- 
ing, next week, with further re- 
port of the blessed campaign, and 
tinal results, if we can get reports 
ready in time, with impressions of 
some ministers. 


I was too strict with you,” the 
mother said.

From many nearby cities, as 
well as from Buffalo, ministers 
come to see the great crowds, see 
the wonderful conversions. Usually 
about 30 local ministers sit on the 
platform. Ministers do the very 
finest personal work, going at once 
upon the invitation to interested 
people who need Christ, and bring- 
ing them to me at the front. Then 
other ministers and specially se- 
lected and trained workers deal 
with the converts in the inquiry 
room. Cooperation and. fellowship 
between ministers of nearly all 
faiths is refreshing and sweet, 
both a cause and a result of the 
great union campaign. I can truth- 
fully say that my preaching is 
just as clear and sharp and scrip- 
tural as if I were in one local 
church of my own faith. But the 
campaign is so centered on soul- 
winning and on the really essential 
truths upon which evangelical peo- 
ple are agreed, that there is per- 
fect harmony. Oh, for the Christian 
unity on the blood and soul-win- 
ning that will bring great revivals 
everywhere! 


Among distinguished visitors, 
coming to Buffalo specially to vis- 
it this great campaign, I might 
mention Rev. Horace Dean, Direct- 
or of CHRIST FOR AMERICA, 
large organization promoting re- 
vival; Dr. P. W. Philpot, evangel- 
ist, former pastor of Moody 
Church, Chicago, and of the 
Church of the Open Door, Los 
Angeles; and Dr. J. Elwin Wright, 
secretary for the nation-wide AS- 
SOCIATION OF EVANGELICALS 
FOR UNITED ACTION. We be- 
lieve that the outcome of this great 
campaign will be watched with 
deepest interest all over America, 
and that God willing, many other 
cities will want such campaigns, 
seeing God’s great blessing.

As Buffalo Resides sees A Revival Service 


(Article copied from Buffalo Even- 


ing News, Wednesday, April 26, 
giving a news reporter’s impres- 
sion of the service Tuesday night.) 

Literally a mighty spiritual 
hand, in the personage of a 
straight forward, plain-talking 
Texas preacher, Dr. John R. Rice, 
reached out over 2000 persons in 
Kleinhans Music Hall Tuesday ev- 
ening and gripped them in the be- 
lief; “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and thou shalt be saved.’ 

“Don't get baptized or join the 
church to be saved,” he warned 
mothers with babies in their arms, 
young people with expressions of 
hope, adults with grim determina- 
tion, servicemen scattered through- 
out and numerous groups of Sun- 
day School classes..‘‘Down in Tex- 
as where I come from we don’t 
bury a man until he’s dead. 

“But the moment you put your 
trust in Jesus Christ, you’ve got 
Salvation and your name is writ- 
ten down in heaven. To know that 
Jesus is the Son of God is no kind 
of belief. A lot of demons in hell 
believe that. 


Put Trust in Jesus 


“You believe the bank is good— 
and all the time you’re putting 
money in a sock under the mat- 
tress. Believing in a fact is one 
thing—putting your trust in Him 
is another. 

“Just turn your case over to Him 
now. He loves you. He died for 
you.”’ Then, resting his elbow on 
the pulpit—and speaking as though 
he were talking to an individual 
instead of a crowd—the friendly 
clergyman intimately said: “It’s 
wonderful what God does,” and 
questioned, “Isn’t it?” There arose 
a chorused affirmative reply, 
“Yes!” 

“God never intended for a Chris- 
tian to have easy sailing all the 
time. Let me tell you right now, 
if you don’t suffer for Jesus you'll 
never have much rejoicing. When 
you serve the Lord you may get 
into trouble but, brother, sit still— 
don’t rock the boat and you'll get 
out. If you talk much abou the 
Lord, people will say you're 
‘cracked’. 


Trophy From God 


“But go ahead and suffer some 
for Jesus and you'll get a trophy 
from God,’ he advised those pres- 
ent, who signified their agreement 
with one word, ‘‘Amen.”’ 

“I just wish I had time to read 
every scripture in the Bible to you 
as proof,’”’ he impulsively “ated as 
he brought a few passages from 
John and Acts to the attention of 
the group, many of whom simul- 
taneously opened their Bibles. 

“He that believeth in Him is not 
condemned—he that believeth in 
the Son has everlasting life—he 
that heareth my words has ever- 
lasting life and shall not come into 
condemnation—whosoever _ believ- 
eth in Him shall have remission in 
sins,” he read. 


6522 CONVERSIONS AND AD- 
DITIONS TO BAPTIST CHURCH- 
ES IN SIX COUNTY-WIDE AP- 
PELMAN. CAMPAIGNS IN 
MISSISSIPPI 


Baptist leaders in Mississippi ar- 
ranged to have evangelist Hyman 
Appelman in six campaigns, two 
weeks in each of six important 
centers, sponsored by the.

of your church, but you’re not put- 
ting anything over on God. He 
knows all about it. I tell you that 
to the person who is just doing 
enough to be respectapnle in the 
church, and in whose life the Lord 
isn’t first—I tell you it is a start- 
ling thing when you think that 
God is keeping a record and every- 
thing in your lite and heart is go- 
ing on that record and one day you 
are going to face it all again. 
When you face your record, your 
Sunday morning headaches are go- 
ing to look mighty sorry and 
shabby. Some of She excuses you 
have made for your sorry Chris- 
tian lives, lack of loyalty to your 
church and your failure to serve 
the Lord are going to look mighty 
shabby then. Some of the things 
that members of this church did 
during the revival are going to 
look mighty shabby when the rec- 
ords are unfolded. But you are go- 
ing to face it again and God has 
the record just as you have made.

|. First | want to know my name is 
written there. 


As the choir a moment ago sang, 
‘Will your name be written there? 
On its pages bright and fair,’”’— 
you know, I am concerned about 
that. I am tremendously concerned 
about that in my own case. If God 
is keeping a record like that, I 
want to know that my name has 
been written in the Lamb’s book of 
life. Why? Because God says in 
the twenty-first chapter of Revela- 
tion in describing the holy City, 
the new Jerusalem that John saw 
coming down from God, prepared 
as a bride adorned for her husband, 
that glorious home of the soul 
where God will wipe away all tears 
from our eyes, God said, “And 
there shall in no wise enter into it 
anything that defileth neither 
whatsoever worketh abomination 
or maketh a lie: but they which 
are written in the Lamb’s book of 
life.” When he describes that aw- 
ful hour when sinners come to the 
judgment of the great white 
throne; when the dead, both small 
and great, stand before the throne 
and the books are opened, and an- 
other book is opened, which is the 
book of life, and the dead are 
judged out of those things written 
in the book, then he says, “And 
whosoever was not found written 
in the book of life was cast into 
the lake that burneth with fire and 
brimstone: which is the second 
death.” I tell you, my friend, I am 
tremendously concerned to know 
that my name is written there. 

I ask people, “Are you saved?” 
and they say, “Well, I hope so.” 
And they don’t seem so particular- 
ly concerned about whether they 
are saved or not. “I hope so,” or “I 
am trying to be,” or “I am doing 
the best I can.” If that is your 
hope of salvation you have con- 
demned yourself right on your own 


‘ statement, because you know you 


are not doing the best you can and 
you know that no person in the 
world ever did the best he could. 
Am I right? So if your hope of 
eternity and your hope of Heaven 
is in doing .the best you can, you 
have already sent yourself to Hell 
on your own testimony. ss 
And then there are others I ask 
if they are saved, and they say, 
“Well, I think if you treat people 
right and live by the golden rule, 
pay your honest debts, take care 
of your family, be clean in your 
life, then everything is all right.” 
Listen, your soul and Heaven and 
Héll are in the balance and you 
will take a stand on a thing like 


that! You won’t find any promise 


in this Book anywhere to anybody 
of eternal life on that basis. If I

were going to cross the Mississippi 
River down yonder about Mempnis 
where that great river is one or the 
deepest, wiaest rivers in the world 
—tuere is a great steel and con- 
crete bridge built across that Fa- 
ther of waters and it Il were going 
to cross that river and here by the 
side of the big steel and concrete 
bridge is a little rickety foot 
bridge and I start over on tne lit- 
tle rickety bridge and you stop me 
and say, “Nobody has ever crossed 
over safely on that bridge. Look at 
the holes in it. Look at the condi- 
tion of it.” I say “Well, I am going 
to take a chance.”’ 


You say, “Why take a chance? 
Look at the big steel and concrete 
structure here. Look at the auto- 
mobiles and trucks, hundreds of 
them going across there, look what 
a load they carry, and loaded 
trucks and automobiles go over 
there by the hundreds every day 
and every one gets safely over.” 


But I say, “I am going to try the 
little bridge. I think I can make it. 
Nobody has ever made it, but I 
think 4 can.”’ You would say I was 
crazy, and I would be. But that 
would bé wisdom compared to a 
person who has the offer of Jesus 
Christ and His. salvation and His 
promise of eternal life and still 
chooses to try the little foot bridge 
of morality and good works. In the 
first place I want to ask you this 
question: Why do you want some 
other way? Isn’t Jesus good 
enough for you? I can’t under- 
stand why people who say they be- 
lieve the Bible will go on and try 
to get to Heaven some other way. 

brother, I want to know that I 
am saved. I'll tell you why. If I 
miss Heaven, I have missed every- 
thing. It doesn’t make any differ- 
ence how honest I am, how sincere 
I am; God has not promised to 


‘save Me on my sincerity or on my 


honesty. You won’t find it in the 
Book. For that reason I am not go- 
ing to depend upon it. It makes no 
ditterence how moral I am, how 
clean I am, how wonderful I am to 
other people, nor what kind of life 
I live. God has not promised salva- 
tion upon these things. Therefore, I 
am not going to risk my soul upon 
something God hasn’t definitely 
promised will save a soul, because 
Heaven and Hell are in the issue 
and if I miss salvation and come to 
the end and find, after it is too late 
that I was. wrong and land in Hell, 
then T *" e lost it all. I want to 
«82; IT am saved. And be- 
causc iu ¥ int to know, I repeat, 
Iam not going to crust oie io%a in 
anything the Lord doesn’t promise. 
will save. People may trust church 
membership it they want to (and 
some people you can’t keep from 
it); they may trust the church and 
baptism and their faithfulness to 
the church vows and church obli- 
gations; they may trust in the or- 
dinances, they may trust.in moral- 
ity and good works if they want to, 
but I am not going to put one iota 
of trust in those things for the 
Scripture doesn’t promise salvation 
on any of them or all of them. Sal- 
vation is not in church member- 
ship, not in ordinances, not living 
up to this, that, and the other. The 
Bible says that salvation is in the 
name of Jesus Christ. “There is 
none other name underheaven giv- 
en among men, whereby we must 
be ‘saved.”’ My soul is at stake, and 
I want to know I am saved. I tell 
you what I am trusting in and that 
alone. I am doing my dead-level 
best to work for the Lord but I am 
not trusting in that to save me. 
“Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but accord- 
ing to his mercy he saved us.” I 
want to be trusting in One alone 
when I go to meet the Lord, and 
when the record books are opened 
and all my sins are there. When 
God opens the record that day, I 
won't. try to deny a single one of 
my sins or excuse myself for a 
single one of them. I will confess 
every sin to God and I will stand 
before God and say, “Lord, I am 
guilty, hut if you look in. here 
(pointing to heart) you will find 
the blood of Jesus Christ, for I 
have trusted it with all my heart 
and soul, ever since I was a little 
eleven-year old country boy.” And, 
my friends, if the blood of Jesus 
Christ won’t save a sinner, then I 
am going to Hell, for I am depend- 
ing upon that alone and putting 
all my trust in that one thing. But 
thank God, His blessed Word says, 
“The blood of Jesus Chris his Son 
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cleanseth us from all sin.” “And 
the blood shall be to you for a tok- 
en upon the houses where ye are,” 
said God, back yonder in Egypt 
when the death angel was to pass 
through the land. That blood in 
Egypt was a type of the blood of 
Christ. If the biood was a token 
tor them, then the blood is a token 
for me. When God sees the blood, 
oh, my friend, that settles it. In 
the great day of God’s judgment 
He will not be looking for moral- 
ity,.He will not be looking for good 
works, He will not be looking for 
character, but He will be looking 
for blood. The blood is a token, and 
when He sees the blood, He will 
pass over you. 

I know {£ am saved. When I say 
that it isn’t boasting. If 1 am not 
saved, God is a liar, and I say that 
reverently. When He promised sal- 
vation through Jesus Christ, He 
put Himself on oath and because 
there was no greater to swear by, 
God swore by Himself. God swore 
“by two immutable things, in 
which it was impossible for God to 
lie, in order that we might have a 
strong consolation, who have fied 
for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope set before us: which nope we 
have as an anchor of the soul, both 
sure and stedfast.’’ Before a soul 
can trust in Jesus Christ and not 
be saved, before a sinner can re- 
pent of his sins and flee to Christ 
tor refuge and not be saved, before 
a sinner can turn to the Lord Jesus 
Christ by faith and not be saved, 
God must first perjure His oath 
and break His promise. God has to 
lie outright; yes, God has to cease 
to exist before I will be lost when 
I am trusting in Christ. The form 
of God’s oath when He swore to 
Abraham was ‘As I live.” That is, 
“as long as I live.” Yes, as long as 
God lives there will never be a sin- 
ner but that will turn to Christ 
for salvation and fail to find it. 
That.is the kind of foundation I 
want when my soul is at stake. I 
want to know. And I can stand 
with Paul confidently upon the. 
Word of God and shout to the 
world, “For I know whom I have 
believed, and am persuaded that 
he is able to keep that which I 
have committed unto him against 
that day.” 

In a hospital room not so many 
months ago I was talking to an 
unsaved man. While explaining to 
him the plan of salvation in Christ 
I gave him that Scripture and 
said, ‘‘Now here is where Paul told 
his experience of salvation in one 
little sentence, ‘ I know whom I 
have believed,’ not ‘what I have 
done.’ Notice, he didn’t say, “What.’ 
Salvation is not in a what. Paul 
didn’t say, ‘I know what kind of 
man I’ve been, I know what kind 
of life I’ve lived,’ but he said, ‘I 
know in whom I have trusted and 
I am fully convinced, (for that is 
what that word persuaded means) 
I am convinced beyond any shadow 
of a doubt that he is able to keep 
that which I have intrusted unto 
Him against that day.’” What 
day? When the Bible uses that 
word ‘that day’ God means the day 
when the Lord Jesus shall come 
back in His glory; ‘He is able to 
keep that which I have committed 
unto him against that day.’ the 
day when the angel shall stand 
with one foot on the land one on 
the sea and declare that time shall 
be no more: “He is able to keep 
that which I have intrusted to Him 
against that day.’” I explained 
that to that unsaved man and said, 
‘Do you understand that?”
